National Guard Plan. 


Whether or not 
the 
National 


Guard can be metamorphosed into 
an effective army reserve is still a 
matter of -controversy. Inasmuch as 
the Continental Army plan seems to 
have been shelved for good, there 
is at present no visible alternative. 
Congress plainly contemplates 
the 


creation of land force consisting of 
a regular army raised to about 
140,000 officers and men re-inforced 
by a National Guard raised from its 
present strength of 
about 120,000 


to perhaps 500,000. 


There is no question that public 


opinion prefers this method, if'it is 
practicable. The only objections of- 
fered are of .a constitutional na 
ture. Opponents of the plan have 
maintained that there is no 
legal 


way of giving the national govern 
ment adequate control of the state 
militia. 


Major Gen. John F. O'Kyan com 


manding 
the 
National 
Guard oi 


New York, takes sharp issue with 
this view. As an authority he sum 
ruons 
George 
Washington. 
When 


Washington was president, he made 
a thorough study of the militia pro 
visions 
of the 
constitution, with 


which he was already pretty fam 
iliar. As a result, he and Gen. Knox 
his secretary of war, submitted to 
congress a plan for the development 
of the state militia into a 
nationa" 


army, somewhat along the lines now 
contemplated. 


In a message to congress, Presi 


dent Washington declared that eo/i 
grefes plainly had the power to 
or 


ganize. arm, equip, discipline 
an<3 


develop the militia in such a manner 
as to render it capable of "meet 
ing every military exigency of the 
United States." 


Gen. O'Kyan argues accordingly. 
"It is within the power of con- 


gress 
to prescribe 
not only 
the 


number of men in each company 
and the number of companies in a 
regiment, but the number of officers 
in each grade, their tenure of office 
their qualification, the manner 
in 


which they shall be retired or dis- 
missed from the service. It is with- 
in the power of congress to provide 
the physical and other 
standards 


for enlistment in the militia, and to 
fix the period 
of that 
enlistment. 


Once congress exercises this power, 
all 
state 
constitutions 
and state 


l-.nvs 'inconsistent therewith become 
null and void." 


This last statement 
may sound 


extravagant. 
But Gen. O'Ryan re- 


fers to decisions of United States 
supreme court in which, he declares, 
'it is made plain that the author- 
ity of the states severally to provide 
for 
organization was 
necessarily 


exercised because of the failure of 
congress to exercies its paramount 
powers." 


Under the contitution, he insists, 


the state governments have no pow- 
er except to appoint the officers and 
train the militia, and 
even 
those 


powers are limited by the restric- 
tion, "according 
to the 
discipline 


prescribed by congress."

and misrepresentation, he asserts, 
"federal 
control in time of peace
